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19. A method according to claim 10, wherein said patient has class M-IV 
congestive heart failure. 

20. A method of decreasing a risk of mortality caused by congestive heart 
failure in a patient, said method comprising administering to said patient first dosages 
once or twice daily, for a period of from 7 to 28 days, said first dosages each comprising 
carvedilol in an amount of about 3.125 mg, 

then administering to said patient second dosages once or twice daily, for a 
period of from 7 to 28 days, said second dosages each comprising carvedilol in an 
amount of about 12.5 mg, and 

then administering to said patient maintenance third dosages once or twice daily, 
said third dosages each comprising carvedilol in an amount of about 25.0 mg or about 
50.0 mg. 

21. A method as recited in claim 20, further comprising, after administering the 
first dosages and before administering the second dosages, administering to said 
patient intermediate dosages once or twice daily, for a period of from 7 to 28 days, said 
intermediate dosages each comprising carvedilol in an amount of about 6.25 mg.

24. A method according to claim 20, wherein said patient has class ll-IV 
congestive heart failure.
